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Move to 
re-open 
route to 
all traffic 

A CONSULTATION has 
been launched on plans 
to open up a main route 
through Dudley town cen¬ 
tre to all traffic for the first 
time in 12 years. 

Around 160 residents 
and businesses have been 
sent letters outlining the 
£500,000 scheme, which has 
been proposed to help boost 
the town’s regeneration. 

Currently only buses and 
taxis can use the route. 
Motorists wishing to drive 
from one side of King Street 
to the other are diverted 
in a loop around the Flood 
Street car parks. 

Under the proposals, the 
road will be re-opened to 
all traffic, which the coun¬ 
cil says will have improve 
access to the town centre 
including the Churchill 
shopping precinct. 

It will also allow busi¬ 
nesses to make the most of 
passing trade, bosses said. 

New lay-bys for buses 
would be introduced as part 
of the scheme. 

The route was closed to 
through traffic following 
the opening of the by-pass 
in 2001. 

Dudley’s transport boss 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed 
said: “Consultation forms in 
relation to the King Street 
proposals went out to 
around 160 occupiers in the 
area and people have until 
March 14 to return their 
forms. ” 

Last of the 
century men 

THE final member of West 
Bromwich Albion’s ‘team of 
the century’ has died aged 
89. Right-back Stan Rick- 
aby made 205 appearances 
for the club, scoring twice, 
during five years at The 
Hawthorns in the 1950s. 

The England inter¬ 
national got a 1954 FA 
Cup-winner s’ medal after 
playing in every round be¬ 
fore missing the final due to 
injury. He was the last of Al¬ 
bion’s 1953-54 ‘team of the 
century’, halted by rivals 
Wolves from claiming the 
20th century’s first League 
and FA Cup double.

LEGENDARY comic Ken Dodd 
brought a tear to the eye of cam¬ 
paigners after revealing his ambition 
to host a charity concert to help save 
Dudley Hippodrome. 

Hundreds cheered the veteran entertainer 
as he made reference to his love for the town’s 
historic venue during his show at Dudley Town 


Hall on Saturday. 

He raised the roof when 
he said it was a ‘pity’ Dudley 
Council continued to pursue 
plans to demolish the Castle 
Hill theatre as part of regen¬ 
eration plans. 

Marathon 

During his marathon 
show which, barring two 
breaks for other acts, lasted 
more than five hours and 
finished at 12.35am, he 
talked about his early visits 
to the Hippodrome. 

He told the audience: “I 
recall playing down at Dud¬ 
ley Hippodrome umpteen 
times. It was such a pity to 
hear this news but I would 
go as far to say I would quite 
willingly put a show on free 
of charge to help the cam¬ 
paign.” 

Ken Dodd was among a 
galaxy of stars to grace the 
stage at the popular variety 
theatre including Bob Hope, 
Laurel and Hardy, Tommy 
Cooper, Max Miller and Bob 
Monkhouse. 

Among those in the au¬ 
dience for Ken’s show was 
Friends of Dudley Hip¬ 
podrome group founder 
Malcolm Palmer who had 
attended to watchone of his 
all-time favourite comedi¬ 
ans. 

Mr Palmer said: “It 
brought a tear to my eye to 
hear him speak like that. 
The whole audience were 
lcheering. He spoke about 
the Hippodrome for around 
15 minutes.

A car park 
would be put in its place 
with longer term proposals 
to create a new attraction 
for Dudley Zoo on the site.

Protest over council cuts budget 


PROTESTERS gathered outside Dud¬ 
ley Council House as a cost-cutting 
budget which will see youth servic¬ 
es slashed, parking charges rise and 
street lights switched off after mid¬ 
night was given the go-ahead. 

Around 30 members of the Dudley 
Coalition Against the Cuts campaign 
group waved placards on the steps of 
the building and urged the council to 
protect services for ‘vulnerable’ resi¬ 
dents. 

During a three-hour debate in the 
council chamber, the budget proposals 
for £34 million of cuts over the next 
three years, and a possible further 
£23m slashed from budgets by 2017, 
were passed with 42 councillors voting 


in favour and 25 against. A council tax 
freeze for 2014/15 was also approved. 

Jerry Langford, spokesman for Dud¬ 
ley Coalition Against the Cuts, said he 
was concerned about the impact on 
services, particularly those for young 
people, the elderly and those with dis¬ 
abilities. 

Finance boss Councillor Pete Lowe 
said the council faced ‘massive finan¬ 
cial challenges’ but the authority had 
‘tried as far as possible to protect our 
services from those who need us the 
most.’ 

He explained: “We have made £42m 
of savings over the last three years and 
we propose to make £34m of further 
savings over the next three years. But 


we forecast that funding cuts will leave 
us with a further gap of £23m that we 
need to address by 2016/17. “We will 
not achieve this without being radical 
and we will come back to cabinet in 
July with more detailed proposals.” 

Among the savings are cuts to street 
cleaning with residents being encour¬ 
aged to hold their own litter picks and 
plans to shorten the collection period 
for green waste, to save £100,000. 

The council plans to start turning 
some street lights off after midnight to 
reduce energy bills by £100,000. Main¬ 
tenance of parks will also be reduced 
to claw back £270,000. Changes will 
be made at some day centres and the 
youth service will also be scaled back. 


Camera is 
to keep 
a watch 
in village 

A CCTV camera is being 
installed in Gornal to com¬ 
bat long-running problems 
with anti-social behaviour 
at night. 

Plans for the camera were 
first unveiled last year to 
tackle groups gathering 
in Abbey Road causing a 
nuisance to residents and 
traders working into the 
evening. 

It is hoped the equipment 
will be up-and-running 
within the next week. 

The camera will be linked 
to a control centre in Sedg- 
ley so police can continu¬ 
ously monitor the village. 

Councillorson Monday 
said funding from the coun¬ 
cil, police and an outside 
grant had brought £31,000 
investmentto the village for 
the scheme. 

A previous camera in the 
village was d removed as it 
did not meet requirements 
and had not been replaced. 

There had been concerns 
the project had stalled due 
to the amount of time since 
approval was given. 

Gornal councillor Stuart 
Turner said: “Preparatory 
work to install the camera 
has now started and the 
camera will be up-and-run¬ 
ning shortly. It has taken 
some time. The previous 
camera did not meet re¬ 
quirements and we will now 
have a state-of-the-art cam¬ 
era which will be linked di¬ 
rectly to the CCTV network 
at Sedgley police station.” 

Petition on

A PETITION calling for 
immediate prison sentences 
to be given to people caught 
carrying knives is being 
launched by an MP to mark 
the anniversary of the fa¬ 
tal stabbing of Halesowen 
schoolgirl Christina Edkins 
on a Birmingham bus.

Regis MP James Morris 
wants a stronger approach 
to people caught illegally 
carrying blades. He has 
already met with Justice 
Sectary Minister Chris 
Grayling and is working 
with Christina’s family.

THOUSANDS of parents were 
this week celebrating after learn¬ 
ing their children gained a place in 
their first choice secondary school. 

In Dudley 88 per cent of pupils 
were placed in their top choice 
school with 96.9 per centawarded 
one of their top three choices. 

Nationally, last year just over 86 
per cent were allocated their first 
choice school with just over 95 per 
cent getting one of their top three. 


There was not such good news 
for parents in Wolverhampton with 
only 79.2 per cent of 2,783 children 
gaining a place at their first choice. 
In the city, 93.4 per cent of children 
gained a place at one of their three 
preferred schools. 

On Monday parents and guardi¬ 
ans received letters and emails tell¬ 
ing them which school their child 
would attend from September. Ap¬ 
plications closed last October. 


Nearly nine in ten applicants 
choose to apply online in Stafford¬ 
shire where 96 per cent of the 6,739 
applications saw children placed in 
the first choice school, with 99 per 
cent given one in their top three. 
The county topped the national 
rankings for the fifth year in a row. 

The most popular schools in Dud¬ 
ley were Bishop Milner, Earls High 
School in Halesowen, Ellowes Hall 
Sports College in Dudley and Sum- 


merhill School in Kingswinford. 

Dudley children’s services chief 
Councillor Tim Crumpton said: 
“There will always be an element 
of disappointment for some fami¬ 
lies, particularly where they have 
selected popular schools at some 
distance from their home. 

“However, whichever school the 
child attends in Dudley, I am con¬ 
fident that they will be educated to 
the highest standard.” 


Cannabis man avoids 
prison by 'a whisker' 


A BAR doorman behind a cannabis factory 
has escaped a prison sentence by a ‘whisk¬ 
er’ after friends and family showed support. 

Simon Wood, aged 38, of Tiled House Lane, Pen- 
snett, has been made subject to a four-month night 
curfew and ordered to do 240 hours of unpaid work. 

He told police he ran the cannabis factory in an indus¬ 
trial unit in Wordsley to raise money after having run up 
a gambling debt. He handed 
himself in after officers dis¬ 
covered 55 plants in July. 
Epidemic 

After pleading guilty to 
production of cannabis in 
January, Wood was given 
a nine-month prison sen¬ 
tence, suspended for a year, 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week 
Recorder Keith Raynor 
said: “The West Midlands 
has a cannabis epidemic 
going on.You were involved 
in a production of cannabis 
capable of producing signif¬ 
icant quantities. You have 
come within a whisker of 
going to prison.” 

Police carried out the 
raid on the unit off High 
Street on July 2 after res¬ 
idents complained about 
a strong smell. The plants 
were growing in four rooms. 
Herbal cannabis was found 
drying in one room. 

Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the estimated value 
of the cannabis ranged from 
£21,000 to £52,000. She 
added: “The defendant said 
he had borrowed money 
from the travelling commu¬ 
nity and, having gambled 
and lost the money, had 
grown the plants to repay 
the debt.” 

Mr Robert Cowley, de¬ 
fending, said his client 
worked as a doorman and 
olunteered at a boxing club. 

Recorder Raynor said he 
had read letters of support 
for Wood from employ¬ 
ers, friends and family. He 
added: “Don’t ever get in¬ 
volved in this again.”

A charitable trust known 
as the Islamic Community 
and Education Centre wants 
to transform the building, 
which would hostclasses 
teaching the Qur’an and 
work with nearby schools. 

Rashid Aziz has submit¬ 
ted the proposals to the 
change on behalf of the 
Islamic Community and 
Education Centre organisa¬ 
tion. The application is for a 
change for use from a pub to 
community centre. 

The council has received 
31 letters of support for the 
redevelopment as well as 
a petition containing 372 
signatures in favour of the 
scheme, along with a sup¬ 
porting letter from Chapel 
Street Medical Centre. 

Planning officers at Dud¬ 
ley Council have backed the 
project saying the change of 
use was ‘acceptable’. 

Mr Aziz says they want to 
raise awareness of cultural 
diversity with schools.

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Housing 
hope as 
pubs are 
sold off 

TWO closed-down pubs hit 
by vandalism have been 
sold in deals worth a total of 
£350,000. 

The Hill Tavern and The 
Freebodies Tavern, a mile 
apart in Kates Hill, both fell 
victim to the recession more 
than three years ago, and 
now stand boarded up and 
empty. 

The Hill Tavern, in Wat¬ 
sons Green Road, was dam¬ 
aged by two fires in 2011, 
while the Freebodies Tav¬ 
ern, in St Johns Road, has 
suffered vandalism. 

But from this week both 
have new owners following 
their sale at an auction in 
Birmingham, with The Hill 
Tavern going for £180,000 
and The Freebodies Tavern 
at £170,000. 

While the auctioneer CP 
Bigwood will not reveal the 
winning bidders until next 
month, it is believed hous¬ 
ing developers have snapped 
the two pubs up. 

Kates Hill Councillor 
Shaukat Ali said: “I think 
it will be unlikely they will 
be reopened as pubs given 
the severe damage to each 
building and the struggle of 
the trade. Considering they 
have been subject to plan¬ 
ning proposals for houses 
in the past, I’d expect some 
kind of housing develop¬ 
ment is in mind for both.”

Council seal deal to boost waterfront

COUNCILLORS blamed the Coaltion Gov¬ 
ernment ministers for delays over the re¬ 
generation of an ailing business district as 
they sealed a deal aimed at welcoming new 
firms to the site. 

Around a third of the office and business 
space at The Waterfront, near Merry Hill 
shopping centre, is empty after many firms 
pulled out of the Brierley Hill site. But the 
once-thriving business centre could now 
be revived under plans approved by coun¬ 
cillors hoping to reverse the impact of the 
economic downturn and create 1,600 jobs. 


Plans were recently passed to create the 
Dudley Business Investment Zone at The 
Waterfront with incentives to boost the 
area which also was once a top night out 
destination with many bars and clubs. 

It is hoped the zone, which will last for 
five years, will entice new businesses and 
existing firms at the site to expand by of¬ 
fering a two-year break in business rates 
- with landlords and council sharing the 
expected £550,000 bill. 

Opposition councillors did raise concerns 
over delays on a similar scheme muted by 


former council leader Councillor Les Jones 
in 2012. 

Tory group leader Councillor Patrick 
Harley said: “It was Councillor Jones who 
began this idea of a business investment 
zone at that area. He chaired a meeting of 
the cabinet in March 2012 and since then 
very little has happened and it is still at the 
report stage. 

“Within that time the skyline of Dudley 
has changed with new developments cour¬ 
tesy of Dudley College. Perhaps they should 
ask the college and other partners for assis¬ 


tance as under this administration progress 
on regeneration for major businesses has 
slowed almost to a halt.” 

Dudley Council regeneration boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Judy Foster, responded saying delays 
over the scheme were exacerbated by Gov¬ 
ernment ministers. Councillor Foster said: 
“We are in the position of having to come 
up with our own scheme because, of the 24 
zones that the Coalition Government iden¬ 
tified , they did not deem Dudley — as one 
of the largest boroughs in the country — to 
be worthy of the investment.” 


Residents preparing for 
new fight on waste plant 


RESIDENTS have vowed to continue to fight 
plans for a waste plant in Brierley Hill, as 
they began to prepare for a planning inquiry. 

Clean Power Properties has lodged an appeal fol¬ 
lowing Dudley Council’s decision to refuse permis¬ 
sion for its proposals for the plant in Moor Street. 

More than 60 people turned out to a public meeting or¬ 
ganised by the Brierley Hill Say No To Waste site group. 

The group is rallying sup- _ . 
port for a second time after B ky Heather Large 
more than 350 people signed b the u It ld dd 
a petition against the waste J ~ 

plant before the plans were 
thrown out by councillors in 
August. 

Residents are concerned 
that the plant, which would 
process around 195,000 
tonnes of mixed waste in¬ 
cluding food each year, will 
mean odours and increased 
traffic. 

Tim Lees, 63, of Seagers 
Lane, told the meeting at 
Insight House in Pearson 
Street, that residents had 
until March 18 to make 
written representations to 
the Planning Inspectorate 
ahead of a planning inquiry, 
which is expected to take 
place in June. He said the 
group was keen to have a 
residents’ representative at 
the inquiry. 

“What we would like to 
do it put a representative 
from the group forward at 
the planning inquiry to rep¬ 
resent residents,” he said. 

“They would be able to put 
forward our case and cross 
examine witnesses put for¬ 
ward by Clean Power and 


a great deal more weight to 
our campaign.” 

Committee chairman and 
former Brierley Hill coun¬ 
cillor Rosemary Tomkin- 
son said there was ‘a huge 
amount of support’ for the 
campaign. 

She added: “It’s a dreadful 
thing to have near houses. 
I’m all for recycling more 
as I hate waste. But this is 
the wrong place for it. I hate 
the thought of walking out 
of my door and smelling this 
plant.” 

Mark Everson, of Moor 
Street, was concerned about 
increased traffic. “The roads 
can’t cope with the traffic 
now,” he said. 

The group is planning to 
hold another public meeting 
in the coming weeks. 

Clean Power Propertie- 
shas defended its plans. It 
says the plant would create 
30 jobs. 

It said the facility would 
generate electricity for up to 
10,000 homes a year and has 
also insisted the plant would 
not create bad odours.

Jail for bus thug who 
kicked woman in face 


A THUG has been locked up for a year after 
a savage attack on a bus passenger that al¬ 
most cost his female victim the sight of an 
eye. 

Marinus Howell hurled a can of drink down the 
aisle, hitting an elderly woman and soaking passen¬ 
ger Sandy Young. 


Howell reacted when Miss 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. The 33-year- 
old father-of-four put down 
a child he was holding and 
walked through the 276 bus 
towards Miss Young. 

Miss Cathlyn Orchard, 
prosecuting, explained: “She 
thought she was going to be 
struck by him and lashed 
out, hitting him in the face. 

Threw 

“He then picked her up 
and threw her to the floor 
before repeatedly kicking 
her in the face. He finally 
stopped when a woman, who 
was travelling with him, in¬ 
tervened.” 

Howell, of Kemberton 
Road, Finchfield, Wolver¬ 
hampton, had boarded the 
bus at the Merry Hill Centre 
and was sitting at the back. 

Howell hurled the can 
after he became involved 
in a dispute between the 
driver and another passen¬ 
ger at a Netherton stop on 
September 25, 2012. 

The defendant got off the 
bus before police reached 
the scene but was arrested 
soon afterwards.

He had been denying the 
offence, claiming self-de¬ 
fence, and only changed his 
plea to guilty to the assault 
on the day his proposed trial 
was due to start. 

Due to his attack a blood 
clot formed in one of Miss 
Young’s eyes and the clot 
had to be removed at hos¬ 
pital. 

Howell was jailed for a 
year. Judge John Wait told 
him: “You involved yourself 
in an argument at the front 
of the bus that had nothing 
to do with you before car¬ 
rying out a serious unpro¬ 
voked assault in a public 
place. 

“You kicked the victim in 
the face close to her eye. It is 
fortunate for her, and you, 
that she did not lose her 
sight as a result of this. 

“She suffered an unpleas¬ 
ant injury which had a seri¬ 
ous psychological effect on 
her. Six months later she 
was still unable to travel on 
buses.”

Scaling 
down a 
plan for 
new store 

A SUPERMARKET that is 
planned for Kingswinford 
has been downscaled,with 
fresh plans submitted for 
a smaller store and fewer 
parking spaces. 

Morrisons wants to re¬ 
place its existing buildings 
in Stallings Lane with the 
new store. Planning permis¬ 
sion was originally granted 
last February. 

But now parts of the 
scheme have been reconsid¬ 
ered and new proposals are 
going before Dudley Coun¬ 
cil.

£l8k bill 
for cost 
to consult 
the public 

THE cost of a consultation 
over proposals to shut Dud¬ 
ley’s walk-in health centre 
is £18,500. 

Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG) wants 
to shut the clinic and replace 
it with an urgent care centre 
at Russells Hall Hospital. 
More than 3,000 people gave 
their views on the plans to 
close the walk-in centre at 
the Holly Hall Clinic, Stour¬ 
bridge Road. 

The CCG is now working 
on more detailed proposals 
for the urgent care centre. 

Members of Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s health scrutiny commit¬ 
tee asked for the costs of the 
consultation to be revealed. 

A report says that the 
cost of consultation ac¬ 
tivities carried out by the 
CCG was £6,500. This cov¬ 
ered the cost of publishing 
documents, meetings, web 
developments and adver¬ 
tising. That figure did not 
cover the time committed 
by CCG staff, managers and 
GPs throughout the consul¬ 
tation, which was launched 
in October. 

The CCG also commis¬ 
sioned a report and survey 
from Healthwatch Dud¬ 
ley, which cost just under 
£ 12 , 000 . 

The CCG report stated: 
“It is felt that this repre¬ 
sents good value.” 

Prestigious

Disgraced treasurer told to repay charityBU

A ROYAL British Legion treasurer 
stole more than almost £1,600 from 
his branch. A judge said a lot of it 
went through his lungs and liver in 
cigarettes and booze. 

Anthony Boswell, 69, wrecked 
his good name by dipping into 
the coffers of the former Lye and 
Wollescote Royal British Legion, 
which was wound up last year due 
to dwindling membership. 

District Judge Graham Wilkinson 
told him he should use the £30 a 
week he spends each week on drink 
and cigarettes to repay cash to the 


charity and court penalties — a 
total of £2,036.99. 

Boswell, of Wassell Road, 
Wollescote, had denied theft of 
£1,676.99 belonging to the RBL but 
changed his plea after none of his 
defence witnesses turned up at the 
trial at Dudley Magistrates Court. 

The court heard the offence hap¬ 
pened when Boswell was treasurer 
of the Lye and Wollescote branch 
between December 2010 and June 
2013. 

Boswell was given a two-month 
community order, during which 


time he must wear a tag to moni¬ 
tor his movements to make sure he 
sticks to a 6pm to 6am curfew. 

He was also ordered to pay back 
all of the money he stolen from the 
British Legion, as well as £300 court 
costs and a £60 victim surcharge. 
The theft came to light in an audit 
after the branch was closed. 

Mr Harbinder Gahi, defending, 
said Boswell had spent 30 years 
doing unpaid voluntary work for the 
Legion, including organising charity 
events. “His name will now be tar¬ 
nished,” added Mr Gahir. 


Boswell claimed to have distrib¬ 
uted the money to good causes but 
there was no evidence to prove it. 

Judge Wilkinson told him: “This 
was a tremendous breach of trust 
against a charity that helps our 
fighting men and women. For 65 
years you led a blameless life, giv¬ 
ing your time freely to the British 
Legion. You have wrecked it all. 

“You lined your own pockets. I 
have seen in court papers how much 
you smoke and drink per week. A lot 
went through your lungs and your 
liver. ” 


Thief stole car's catalytic 
converter to fund drug use 


A THIEF who targeted a car for its catalyt¬ 
ic converter has been handed a suspended 
sentence. 

Officers were called to reports of two men acting 
suspiciously near cars in Cambridge Road, Dudley, 
at around 12.50pm on January 27, Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court heard. 

Anthony Price and another man were found by officers 

sitting in a Volvo on the 
same road and discovered 
a catalytic converter stolen 
from a Peugeot in the same 
street and a variety of tools 
that have been used in sim¬ 
ilar thefts. 


Witnesses 
urged to 
help hunt 
for attacker 

DOG walkers and children 
who were out playing could 
hold vital clues in the hunt 
for a sex attacker alleged to 
have launched an assault on 
a teenager in Quarry Bank. 

Police launched an inves¬ 
tigation after the 15-year- 
old girl returned home and 
reported that she had been 
beaten up and indecently at¬ 
tacked during a night out on 
Saturday, February 22. 

Officers cordoned off an 
area known as Hammer 
Park, between Quarry Bank 
High Street and Cradley 
Forge, after the alleged at¬ 
tack. Police say the girl had 
been out with friends in the 
area around Quarry Bank 
High Street, Lyde Green 
and Colley Lane between 
7pm and 9pm. 

Detective Constable 
Simon Andrews said: “We 
know that this group of 
youngsters passed by a 
few people in and around 
Quarry Bank and Cradley 
on Saturday night. Those 
people might be able to help 
is.” 

A 17-year-old boy was ar¬ 
rested but later released on 
police bail. 


Guilty 


At an earlier hearing the 
33-year-old from Rookery 
Park, Pensnett, pleaded 
guilty to theft from a motor 
vehicle. 

Mrs Maxine Jar- 
rousse-Jones, prosecuting, 
said: “Officers found a cat¬ 
alytic converter, which they 
were able to match to a Peu¬ 
geot in the road. The cuts on 
the catalytic converter and 
exhaust are so unique they 
are like a fingerprint.” 

Officers also found two 
car jacks, a pipe cutter and 
mole grips that are com¬ 
monly used in the theft of 
the converters, which con¬ 
tain precious metals. 

Stephen Hamblett, de¬ 
fending , said that Price had 
taken the catalytic converter 
to fund his drug habit. 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler said: “These of¬ 
fences are becoming more 
and more prevalent. They 
are costing private motorists 
and insurance companies a 
huge amount of money.” 

Price was given a 12 week 
prison sentence suspended 
for 12 months, 12 month su¬ 
pervision order with a drug 
rehabilitation requirement, 
was ordered to pay £80 vic¬ 
tim surcharge, £85 costs and 
£100 compensation.

“She has always been crea¬ 
tive,” said Mrs Priest of her mother, 
whose husband Geoffrey died in 1994.

Lord who never 
forgot his roots 



DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 
looks back at the life of 
former MP and peer Lord 
Bilston who has died at 71 


IT is hard to imagine another 
politician more deserving of 
the title ‘man of the people’ 
than Dennis Turner. 

Even when elevated to the House 
of Lords, he took the town of his 
birth as his name, Baron Bilston. 

And when he served as MP for Wolver¬ 
hampton South East around 300 people 
took to the streets at the end of his first 
term of office to campaign for his re-elec¬ 
tion. 

The crusade succeeded, with the num¬ 
ber of votes for Dennis Turner in 1992 
almost double those of his Conservative 
rival. 

Fast forward 22 years and it would 
be unthinkable, in the post-expenses 
scandal ‘they’re all the same’ cynicism 
of 2014 that any MP would have such a 
strong following. 

But Dennis Turner, honoured last 
year with a Famous Sons and Daughters 
of Wolverhampton award, was from a 
different era, when more working class 
people were chosen by their communi¬ 
ties to represent them in Westminster. 
He was an extremely well-liked politi¬ 
cian, for whom successive Express & 
Star lobby reporters based in the House 
of Commons developed a fondness and 
friendship. 

He was born, raised and educated in 
Bradley. And he lived there all his life. 

He would become a staunch union 
man who believed strongly in a fair deal 
for working people. 

He was educated at St Martin’s C of E 
School, in Slater Street, then at Stone- 
field Secondary (later Hall Green Com¬ 
prehensive, then Bilston High School 
and now South Wolverhampton and Bil¬ 
ston Academy), in Prosser Street. 

He left to work at Thomas Perry steel 


roll makers, in Highfields Road, as an 
office boy making tea and doing chores, 
then studied office accounting at Bil¬ 
ston College before joining the Better- 
ware kitchen equipment company as a 
salesman when he was 17. 

Going door to door in the 1950s and 
1960s, and seeing the poor conditions 
of slum housing, gave Lord Bilston the 
interest he would have in politics for 
the rest of his life and the belief that he 
could help to make things better. 

In 1964 he moved into the Bilston 
steel industry, beginning as a stock- 
taker, and later as transport controller. 


And two years later, he was first 
elected to the Wolverhampton Bor¬ 
ough Council at the age of 22. He was 
chosen to be the deputy leader of the 
council in 1980, a position he held for 
six years until his decision to stand for 
Parliament. Lord Bilston also served on 
the now-defunct West Midlands County 
Council from 1973 until 1986. 

He chaired the Joint Trade Union Ac¬ 
tion Committee which had fought the 
long and ultimately doomed battle to 
stop the closure of Bilston Steelworks. 
He was at the forefront of the five-year 
fight to save the works from the axe in 


the late 1970s, and was devastated when 
it closed with the loss of thousands of 
jobs. “It was traumatic to see the demise 
of the steel industry,” he once recalled. 
“I don’t think I will ever see such a cat¬ 
astrophic effect on the people of this 
area.” 

So popular was he among his political 
peers that in 1987, when he first won the 
Wolverhampton South East seat, even 
members of the Tory party had contrib¬ 
uted to his campaign fund. As a Wolver¬ 
hampton councillor at the time he was 
given a China piggy bank by Conserva¬ 
tive Paddy Bradley when he resigned his 
seat to begin his campaign. 

He continued to fight hard for his 
people. In 1993 he gathered 5,000 sig¬ 
natures on two petitions, 2,500 on each, 
campaigning against plans to impose 
VAT on fuel and another against threats 
to strip pensioners of free travel passes. 

Identity 

Just a few years ago his time and 
power was called upon again when Bil¬ 
ston itself looked to be bureaucratically 
torn apart in a review of Parliamentary 
boundaries. 

The town was set to be represented 
by four different MPs, something that 
risked its very identity. 

Dennis, along with his brother Bert, a 
councillor and at the time mayor of Wol¬ 
verhampton, led the charge. They took a 
coachload of people to a Boundary Com¬ 
mission hearing in Birmingham to plead 
their case. And they won. 

The stroke he suffered in May 2006 
affected the use of his right arm and leg, 
but he recovered and carried on his du¬ 
ties in the Lords. The following year he 
was granted Freedom of the City. 

But despite his huge political profile 
he was a family man at heart. He leaves 
his devoted wife Pat, 67, two grown 
up children, Brendon and Jenny, and 
a granddaughter, Bella. Last year, the 
old Labour firebrand Dennis Skinner 
highlighted Dennis Turner as the sort 
of person that voters just do not see 
enter politics anymore and sadly, will 
not again.

The four-engined Vickers 
Viscount plummeted out of the 
sky in blizzards at Stowe-by- 
Chartley, between Stafford and 
Uttoxeter.

Senior coroner to leave 
after decades of service 


THE man who has served the 
Black Country as its coroner 
for more than 40 years has 
announced his retirement. 

Robin Balmain first began in¬ 
vestigating deaths in 1972. 

But he has announced that he will 
retire from his current position as 
senior coroner for the Black Country 
in September. He said it has been a 
‘great honour’ to serve the area. 

Mr Balmain, who is based at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House, first became the 
assistant deputy coroner for the area 
then known as Sandwell North, cover¬ 
ing West Bromwich, in 1972, working 
part time while he continued in his 
role as a solicitor with Lyon Clark. 

He later became deputy coroner for 
that area, before becoming coroner 
for Sandwell in 2000, after Sandwell 
North had been merged with Sandwell 
South, which covered Smethwick. 

Jurisdiction 

He then became the first Black 
Country coroner in 2005, covering 
Sandwell, Dudley and Walsall. Wol¬ 
verhampton was added to his remit in 
January 2012, meaning he has covered 
one of the largest coronial areas in the 
UK. He is responsible for ascertaining 
the cause of any sudden or suspicious 
deaths. During 2012, the last year for 
which statistics are available, more 
than 4,000 deaths were reported to 
Mr Balmain, and he carried out 520 
inquests. 

Mr Balmain said: “It has been a 
great honour to serve as the first coro¬ 
ner for the Black Country jurisdiction 
I am grateful for the support of 
all those I deal with and in particu¬ 
lar Councillor Mahboob Hussain of 
Sandwell Council. I look forward to 
working with my successor to achieve 
a smooth handover.” 

Sandwell Council is in charge of the 
coroner’s office and in conjunction 
with the Chief Coroner and Black

Councillor Hussain, deputy leader 
of Sandwell Council, added: “I should 
like to add my personal thanks to 
those of many people for the sensitive 
and caring service Mr Balmain has 
provided to the bereaved of all our 
boroughs.

THE WAY I SEE IT 


Families are struggling 
now to make ends meet 


WE’RE now less than two 
weeks away from this year’s 
Budget. 

George Osborne will be 
keen to show off any figures 
indicating that the economy 
has finally started growing 
after he started slashing 
budgets three years ago. 

That’s good news but 
from speaking to local fami¬ 
lies I know how hard people 
are struggling to make ends 
meet. 

Prices are rising, wages 
are falling and everyday 
families are £1,600 per year 
worse off. 

Crisis 

It’s this cost of living cri¬ 
sis coupled with chaos in 
the Government’s welfare 
reforms that caused demand 
for food banks to triple last 
year, hitting families who 
can’t put enough food on 
the table. 

Rather than face up to 
this food banks crisis, the 
Government wants to pre¬ 
tend that it doesn’t exist. 

Last year Government 
ministers claimed that the 
growing number of food 
banks was driving demand, 
instead of the other way 
round. Now they’re saying 
that food banks are growing 
because supermarkets are 
donating more food to them. 

Conservatives even joined 
with Ukip MEPs to snub a 
£3 million aid package that 
would have supported food 
banks up and down the 
country. 

That’s a real slap in the 
face for volunteers like those

at the Black Country Food 
Bank, who are struggling to 
meet soaring demand from 
hungry families. 

They’re determined to 
pretend there’s no crisis 
but they have to face to the 
truth - many families face a 
cost of living crisis and the 
benefits system is in chaos. 

George Osborne should 
use the upcoming budget to 
offer some support to fam¬ 
ilies that are struggling to 
feed themselves. 

For a start he should 
bring back the lOp tax rate 
to help 24 million people on 
lower incomes meet the cost 
of living. 

IN my last column I called 
for the Government to get a 
grip on border controls. Last 


week’s rise in migration fig¬ 
ures shows that they’ve got 
a long way to go with net 
migration to the UK up by 
58,000 on the previous year. 

David Cameron promised 
“no ifs, no huts” to cut net 
migration to below 100,000, 
yet these figures show net 
migration has gone up and 
is now more than twice his 
target figure at 212,000. 


Grip 


This shouldn’t be a sur¬ 
prise once you know that 
border checks have halved 
since 2010. 

The Government has to 
get a grip on this. There’s no 
point in having tough rules 
for people coming here if 
they’re not being enforced. 
We need action on entrance 


tests and border controls 
that more than seven in 10 
local people told me they 
backed. 

IT was great to meet with 
local volunteers celebrating 
Fairtrade Fortnight at the 
Co-op in Sedgley last Friday. 

Local businesses includ¬ 
ing the Co-op, Greggs and 
Subway all got together to 
show their support for the 
cause. 

I’ve backed Fairtrade for 
a long time, so it’s great to 
see local businesses getting 
celebrating their commit¬ 
ment to it. 

It just goes to show that 
Fairtrade doesn’t just tackle 
farmers living in poverty 
around the world, but it 
helps our economy and local 
businesses in the UK too. 

I’LL be heading to Holden’s 
Brewery in Woodsetton to 
receive a Beer Champion 
award from head of the 
family business Jonothan 
Holden. 

I’m delighted to have 
worked with pubs and 
brewers on their successful 
campaigns to safeguard the 
future of local brewing. 

Measures such as the 
beer duty cut will protect 
jobs, keep the price of a pint 
down and keep pubs open. 

The Black County is home 
to the country’s best ales 
and Holden’s are no excep¬ 
tion. With the right help 
there’ll be more local brew¬ 
eries following in Holden’s 
footsteps which has grown 
to run 20 pubs.

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Tyre firm may have to 
close as Lidl expands

A FAMILY tyre firm could be 
forced out of business with 
the loss of 10 jobs after a 
supermarket chain revealed 
plans for a bigger store. 

Kingswinford Tyres Ltd has a turno¬ 
ver of £2 million a year with contracts 
to supply West Midlands Police, the 
AA and RAC. 

But budget supermarket chain Lidl 
secured planning permission last June 
to build a store on land at Duckworth 
Trading Estate,Kingswinford. Now 
Lidl says it has bought the entire trad¬ 
ing estate in Stallings Lane, including 


the unit currently home to the tyre 
and exhaust business. 

The German firm, that runs 10,000 
stores across Europe, now intend to 
submit a planning application for a 
bigger store on the site. 

Tyre boss Andrew Page says Lidl 
only informed him of the deal on Feb¬ 
ruary 14, telling him he had to move 
his company out by March 31 when 
the lease ends. He says he now faces a 
race against time to relocate or could 
be left with no alternative but to close. 
“I’m devastated as we were not told 
about this despite Lidl talking to us 
initially 10 months ago,” he said. 

Mr Page started the business 23 


years ago with wife Tanya. His sons 
work with him, Josh, 23, as workshop 
manager and Arron, 19, a tyre fitter. 

Lidl UK spokeswoman Georgina 
O’Donnell said: “We have been com¬ 
municating directly with Mr Page 
throughout this process and are cur¬ 
rently working closely with him to es¬ 
tablish a resolution on the timescales 
set out in his lease. 

“Our ongoing discussions with Mr 
Page will focus on reaching an agree¬ 
ment with regards compensating him 
for the relocation of his business. We 
will be making every effort to ensure 
as favourable an outcome for him as 
possible.”

led to cricket bat assault 


A FEUD sparked by a fatal car 
accident flared intoviolence in a 
busy town centre, a judge heard. 

Mohammed Abid was attacked with a 
cricket bat by two brothers after they spot¬ 
ted him driving through Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

Adel Rehman weaved in and out of traffic 
in a bid to catch up with the Audi which 
had Mr Abid behind the wheel, said Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. Adel, 23, and 
his 19-year-old brother Jibraan leapt from 
their Seat, blocking part of King Street in 
Dudley shortly after 5pm on a Monday. 

Slammed 

Mr Abid’s had a car door slammed on 
his leg when he tried to get out as the pair 
launched their attack on September 2. 
He was punched in the head before one 
brother raced back to their car and grabbed 
a cricket bat with which to continue the at¬ 
tack. Mr Abid received hospital treatment 
for a cuts to his face and a hand. 

Mr Searle concluded: “The root cause of 
the incident was that Mr Abid had had a de¬ 
gree of involvement in an incident in which 
a relative of the brothers’ had lost their life 
12 months earlier.” 

It is understood that the person killed in 
the crash was a passenger in a car that had 
some connection to Mr Abid, although he 
was not in it when the tragedy happened. 

Miss Heidi Kubic, defending Jibraan, 
said: “ Thankfully the incident was short 
lived and the injuries were not as serious 
as they might have been.” Mr Bernard Por¬ 
ter, representing the other brother, added: 
“They met by chance and his aim was to 
sort out a simmering dispute verbally but 
he acted in a stupid and impulsive way. 

The defendants, both of Bunns Lane, 
Kates Hill, admitted unlawful wounding 
and each was given 12 months in custody, 
suspended for two years with 180 hours 
unpaid work and £375 compensation to the 
victim. Adel Rehman also pleaded guilty to 
driving without due care and attention and 
was banned from driving for six months.

Raiders ripped off felt and tore wood

Tools, ornaments and even food donated for 
a foodbank were taken in the latest burglary at 
the charity’s base on the Thornleigh Trading Es¬ 
tate. They ransacked the building. 


It is the fourth time the charity has been hit in 
just over a month with a lawn mower, bikes and 
other goods stolen in the previous raids. 

Finished 

Founder Steve Tracey on Monday said that 
unless someone came forward to help with secu¬ 
rity the charity was ‘100 per cent finished’. 

“At the moment I just don’t see how we can 
carry on,” he said. 

“This time they have actually come through 
the roof. They have torn off the felt and removed 
wood to get into the building. 

“It is heartbreaking. They have taken tools, 


such as saws, spanners and hammers. 

“They even stooped to taking food out of the 
foodbank, which is to help people who have hit 
hard times.” 

He continued: “We are facing closure. Unless 
a generous businessman or organisation can 
come along and help us with security I don’t see 
how we can carry on. 

“No firm decision on the future has yet been 
taken but if something does not happen then we 
are 100 per cent finished.” 

Mr Tracey said volunteers had arrived at the 
base on Saturday morning to find a scene of de¬ 
struction. 


Police vehicle in

TWO people suffered minor injuries follow¬ 
ing a crash involving a police car and anoth¬ 
er vehicle. 

The collision happened on Bilston Street, 
Sedgley, at around 3pm Saturday, forcing the 
closure of the road for more than an hour.

Both were treated at the scene by par¬ 
amedics and taken to hospital for further 
checks as a precaution. 

A male police officer was unhurt in the 
crash. 

Police said the collision was being inves¬ 
tigated. But they said it was understood the 
police car had been attending ‘an immediate 
call for help’ at the time and had its sirens 
and blue lights on. 

Both vehicles were badly damaged and a 
set of traffic lights were flattened.

Birds evict bats as 
new species move in 


A STRETCH of canalside 
could soon be filled with 
birdsong of the Nuthatch 
and Sparrow if a new 
scheme to help struggling 
species proves a success. 

Volunteers have installed 
20 bird boxes along the 
Staffordshire and Worces¬ 
ter Canal, in Stourton, to 
provide birds with valuable 
nesting space. Boxes origi¬ 
nally designed for bats have 
also been re-located along 
the stretch of waterway. 

The project has been 
launched after the Canal 
and River Trust. It is hoped 


the new boxes will be used 
by the Nuthatch, Sparrow, 
Willow Tit and Starlings. 

The trust has provided 
some funding for the boxes 
and has also been helped by 
donations. 

Volunteer Paul Wilkinson 
said: “When the Canal and 
River Trust was monitoring 
the bat activity it was dis¬ 
covered many of the boxes 
were being used by birds. 
This highlighted the fact 
there was desperate need 
for nesting space in the area 
which has prompted this 
project.”

life ban for a player 
who broke refs nose 


AN AMATEUR footballer who 
broke a referee’s nose after he 
had sent him off has escaped an 
immediate jail term. 

Shane Davies attacked referee Alan Kite 
when he showed him the red card for hurl¬ 
ing abuse after the official turned down a 
penalty appeal, a court heard 

Davies had admitted assaulting Mr Kite 
at an earlier hearing and sentencing had 
been adjourned at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for psychiatric reports. 

Reprehensible 

His solicitor, Mr Jas Mann, acknowl¬ 
edged his client’s behaviour on March 31 
last year was ‘thoroughly reprehensible’. 

Davies, of Hillside Road, Dudley, was 
given a 12 month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

After the case an FA spokesman said 
Davies, who was already serving a ban for 
assaulting a rival player in a previous game, 
and was now banned from football for life. 

The 27-year-old told the court he had not 
played football since the incident. 

Mr Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting, said 
the incident happened at a match at King 
George V Park, Stourbridge, when Mr Kite 
turned down a penalty appeal. 

Davies, who was playing for Malt Shovel 
Athletic, hurled abuse at Mr Kite who sent 
the father-of-three off for using foul lan¬ 
guage. He then slapped Mr Kite causing a 
broken nose. 

Mr Jas Mann, defending, said: “He has 
been extremely candid in the report, which 
acknowledges that this young man has un¬ 
derlying problems. 

“People who play sport and watch sport 
are not entitled to behave in this way.” 

He added that Davies understood he had 
a problem and had consulted his GP about 
anger management. 

Judge Helen Hughes handed him a sus¬ 
pended sentence and told him to complete 
an anger management programme. He was 
told to pay £500 compensation to Mr Kite, 
£535 costs and a £100 victim surcharge.

Great-grandfather dies 
after van collision with tanker 


Praise as fewer 
are re-offending 

BOSSES at Sandwell Probation service are 
celebrating after coming top in the list of 
local authorities in England and Wales un¬ 
der new figures released by the Ministry of 
Justice that looks at re-offending between 
October 1 2012 and September 31 2013. 

The latest data shows that, out of the 
4,631 people dealt with by Sandwell pro¬ 
bation team during the 12 month period, 
232 went on to re-offend, which meant that 
borough had a re-offending rate that is 29.4 
per cent better than the Government’s pre¬ 
dicted rate. Bob Jones, Police and Crime 
Commissioner for the West Midlands vis¬ 
ited the probation team in Sandwell to con¬ 
gratulate them. 

The same report showed that Wolver¬ 
hampton came sixth and Dudley seventh 
in the Government chart, with re-offending 
rates 19.9 per cent and 19.6 per cent better. 


A VAN driver, who died in a crash 
with a tanker, has been named by 
police as Robert Coulson. 

The 71-year-old great grandfather, of 
Coppice Lane, Quarry Bank, was airlifted 
to Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital following the accident on the A449 
Worcester Road on Tuesday of last week. 
He died shortly after arrival. 

Mr Coulson was driving a white Citroen Nemo 
panel van towards Kidderminster at around 
11.45am when the collision involving a DAF 


tanker took place. Mr Coulson had to be freed 
from the vehicle by fire crews. 

Mr Coulson, who lived with his wife Sheila 
and was known to his family as Bob, worked as 
a part-time delivery driver at JS Optical Ltd on 
the Hoo Farm Industrial Estate, near to where 
the accident happened. 

Mr Coulson married Sheila in 1980 and they 
would have celebrated their wedding anniver¬ 
sary on Friday. 

He also leaves a step-daughter, Lindy Parkes, 
her five children, and one great-grandchild. 

Mr Coulson was born in Kinver and attended 
Oldswinford Hospital School in Stourbridge. 


He lived in Shropshire for a while and also 
spent time living in South Africa. But the ma¬ 
jority of his life was spent in the Black Country. 
He was a keen footballer when he was younger, 
later turning to golf. 

He worked at the Eaton factory on Thorns 
Road, Brierley Hill, before retiring. 

Mrs Parkes said: “Everyone liked him. He was 
a fun man, someone you could have a real laugh 
with.”

Devastating night of the Zeppelins 
that left its mark on Black Countn 


IT WAS just a normal night in the 
Black Country, or as normal as 
any night was during the dark 
days of the First World War. 

The trams clattered through the 
streets, folk flocked to the cinemas. 
The lights were ablaze as people went 
about their business as usual. 

Then the Zeppelins came. Dozens were 
killed as bomb after bomb pounded down 
on Tipton, Wednesbury, Bilston and Wal¬ 
sall. Buildings were ripped apart as death 
rained down from the skies. A devastated 
husband returned from the pictures to find 
three generations of his family had perished 
in the carnage. The Black Country had 
never seen anything like it. 

Amateur historian Derrick Nicholls has 
spent 18 months researching the devastat¬ 
ing raids of 98 years ago, putting together 
an exhibition at Tipton Library. 

Among the artefacts Mr Nicholls, a 
71-year-old retired newsagent, has gath¬ 
ered together, is a police notice advising the 
public what to do in the event of an air raid.

It suggests keeping a bucket of sand or 
water to hand in the upstairs bedrooms, 
in order to tackle any small fires that may 
break out. 

“All windows and doors on the lower floor 
should be closed to prevent the admission of 
noxious gases,” added police commissioner 
Mr E R Henry. 

Destruction came to the Black Country 
on a foggy, frosty night on January 31, 
1916, when a fleet of German Zeppelin 
airships were making their way to attack 
Liverpool. 

But in the misty conditions and heavy 
clouds, two of nine aircraft - the L21 and 
L19 - became lost over the Midlands. Zep¬ 
pelin L21 was commanded by 45-year-old 
Kapitanleutnant Max Dietrich. He had 
thought he was flying over the Irish Sea but 
had been mistaken by sparsely populated 
areas of countryside. 

On his orders, the crew of 16 dropped 
their deadly payload from the skies on an 
unsuspecting public largely unaware of 


their imminent fate. Bombs were initially 
believed to have hit Union Street in Tipton, 
with around five of the devices falling all 
around. 

One also fell outside Tipton railway 
station and more around Barnfield Road 
trading estate. In Union Street, two houses 
were demolished and others damaged, the 
gas main was set alight. In all 14 people 
were killed in the town as the bombs struck 
at around 8 o’clock that night. 

Treatment 

News reports at the time were subject 
to military censorship, and the Express & 
Star was only allowed to describe the Black 
Country raids as being in Staffordshire. 

An inquest was held jointly for 13 of the 
victims of the Tipton bombing on February 
3. The 14th victim Louisa York, who worked 
as nurse, had been taken for treatment at 
Dudley Guest Hospital and her inquest was 
held elsewhere. The ruling from the inquest 
on the death certificates states ‘Wilful mur¬ 
der against the Kaiser of Germany and his 
son the Crown Prince as being accessory to 


and after the fact’ at the insistence of the 
inquest jury. A young couple, Maud and 
William Fellows, who were unmarried but 
had the same name, were killed after one 
bomb hit as they walked along a canal tow- 
path in nearby Bradley. 

Their death is commemorated by a plaque 
on the wall of the Bradley pumping station. 

Mr Nicholls, of Beverston Road, has been 
holding an exhibition at Tipton Library, 
bringing together the images and stories 
through trawling the archives, including 
those of the Express & Star for the exhi¬ 
bition. At the time, the Express & Star 
reported that 26 people had been killed in¬ 
stantly during the night, but Mr Nicholls’ 
research found the death toll was signifi¬ 
cantly higher. Mr Nicholls says a total of 33 
people were killed in the raid.” 

Mr Nicholls is now considering putting 
together a book of his research. The exhi¬ 
bition, which returns to the library from 
March 13 to 28, was put together to coincide 
with a special community opera, Zeppelin 
Dreams which runs at the Wolverhampton 
Grand on March 20 and 21.

Obscure 1960s 
rock is rescued 


Rock, reggae, blues and 
ballads among reissues 
and compilations heard 
by LEON BURAKOWSKI 


ESOTERIC Recordings have 
rescued 1970 album We Are 
Eveiything You See by Loco¬ 
motive from the mists of time. 
This Brummie psychedelia 
was ignored on its release 
because the band had previ¬ 
ously been known for jump¬ 
ing on the ska bandwagon 
and scoring a minor hit with 
Rudi’s In Love in 1969. 

The band, which in a previous incar¬ 
nation included Led Zeppelin’s John 
Bonham on drums, had a complete 
change of direction as the decade 
died. Singer, organist and main song¬ 
writer Norman Haines converted to 
psychedelic rock. 

The result, We Are Everything, is a 
whimsical blend of pop/rock with soul¬ 
ful horns plus orchestral and jazz flour¬ 
ishes. 

At the time if fell of deaf ears but 36 
years on it sounds like an excellent 
example of late flowering psych pop, 
particularly Mr Armageddon and the 
groovy A Day In Shining Armour. 

Triple CD boxed set Love Poetry And 
Revolution unearths 65 nuggets from 
the British psychedelic music scene 
between 1966 to 72. This ranges from 
mod bands trying their hand at the new 
hippy thing to tracks that would be 
called heavy metal or prog rock now. A 
few familiar names crop up, including 
The Spencer Davis Group, a Clifford 
T Ward rarity, Crazy World of Arthur 
Brown, and Hawkwind (the latter two 
are still touring!), plus bands with such 
names as Crocheted Doughnut Ring

and Felius Andromeda. The booklet is 
a good read for rock historians. 

On the subject of Hawkwind, prob¬ 
ably their definitive album was Warrior 
On The Edge Of Time, remastered and 
released as an expanded 3 disc boxed 
set by Atomhenge including DVD and 
booklet. A worthy testament to the last 
band that keeps the freak flag flying. 

Obscure blues and gospel-influ¬ 
enced early soul numbers that find 
favour on the Northern Soul scene 
feature on the 26-track Northern Boys 
(Righteous Psalms), including It’s Your 
Voodoo Working by Charles Sheffield 
and Chills & Fever by Ronnie Love. 
Lots of honking sax, footstomping 
rhythms and some acrobatic vocal 
performances mean that this collection 


could appeal to rock ‘n’ roll fans too. 

Popcorn is a pop cult on the conti¬ 
nent, a slow dance genre which draws 
on rock ‘n’ roll/jazz instrumentals and 
ballads from the 1950s and 60s. This 
20-track compilation Sweet ‘N’ Salty 
Popcorn (Croydon Municipal) will be a 
joy for those who like their pop Bryl- 
creemed and dramatic from such as 
Craig Douglas and Eartha Kitt. Much of 
this old vinyl is on CD for the first time 
and there are gems, like Jackie Weav¬ 
er’s The Tingle and Billy Storm’s way- 
over-the-top Easy Chair. 

Woozy vintage reggae instrumentals 
hint at the genius of dub pioneer Lee 
‘Scratch’ Perry on The Good, The Bad 
And The Upsetters (Hot Milk) by his 
band The Upsetters.

The fitting of electrics will 
begin this month. 

It was announced last 
week the new station will 
be named Haden Cross 
Community Fire Station.

Court told drug dealer 
'drove like a maniac' 


Park and ride 
to be extended 


A DRUG dealer with a string of previous convictions “drove like a 
maniac”, including the wrong way around a roundabout, in a bid to 
escape from police. 

Paul Oakes narrowly avoided colliding with two pedestrians as he tried to 
escape from the officers in Long Lane, Rowley Regis, in November last year. 

Recorder Mr Keith Raynor said during sentencing: “You drove like a maniac and it is 
fortunate no-one was injured.” 

Oakes, aged 48, was already on bail over an incident in April when he tried to flee 

police, leaving behind electronic scales and 
a bag containing drugs. 

Mr Alexander Barnfield, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown Court: “The 
dangerous driving matter was on November 
30. He was stopped by police in Long Lane 
in Rowley Regis. He tried to escape the po¬ 
lice by driving onto the central reservation. 
He has then drove around the roundabout 
the wrong way and towards on-coming traf¬ 
fic. He came close to two pedestrians.” 

Oakes was arrested on December 16 
and found with five bags of amphetamines. 
Oakes had committed 111 previous offences 
and had 43 convictions including burglary, 
aggravated vehicle taking and drug crimes. 

Miss Sharonjit Bhaia, defending, said: 
“Mr Oakes had already served two-and- 
a-half months since his arrest for the 
dangerous driving matter. He had been 
electronically monitored for 223 days. Add¬ 
ing that up, it’s the equivalent of 12 month 
sentence.” 

Oakes, of no fixed address, pleaded guilty 
to possession of amphetamines with in¬ 
tent to supply, on the basis it was only to 
his friends. He admitted further charges 
of possession of amphetamines, dangerous 
driving, driving without insurance and 
without a licence. 

Mr Raynor sentenced him to 12 months 
in jail suspended for 18 months. He was 
ordered to take part in the thinking skills 
programme and banned from driving for 
two-and-a-half-y ears. 


WORK on a £3 million extension to a busy 
railway station’s park and ride is set to 
start within the coming months. 

The expansion of Rowley Regis’ car park, 
by an extra 360 to 708 spaces, was due to 
begin before Christmas but was delayed as 
engineers sought the necessary approvals. 

Sandwell Council’s planners approved 
the scheme by transport authority Centro 
in June last year. 

The extra parking space will be con¬ 
structed on disused land adjoining the cur¬ 
rent car park, following thesuccess of the 
park and ride system at the site. 

A spokesman for Centro said: “Construc¬ 
tion work on Rowley Regis Park and Ride is 
due to start in spring this year. 

“We have been working closely with part¬ 
ner organisations to come up with a design 
that benefits the highest possible number 
of passengers using the facility and making 
sure this gets through the necessary ap¬ 
proval stages. 

“The improved facility will provide a fur¬ 
ther 360 free parking spaces for rail users 
and help reduce the congestion on our roads 
which currently costs our region more than 
£2 billion each year.

“Victims often blame 
themselves and can make 
excuses about the offender’s 
behaviour. 

“This new scheme allows 
people the choice to get out 
of a potential abusive situa¬ 
tion.” 

The scheme is named 
after Clare Wood, who was 
murdered by her ex-boy¬ 
friend George Appleton at 
her Salford home in Febru¬ 
ary 2009. She was unaware 
of his domestic abuse his¬

£95,000 
to restore 
a classic 
locomotive 

A £95,000 grant has been 
awarded towards the res¬ 
toration of a famous loco¬ 
motive which will be used 
on the line running be¬ 
tween Kidderminster and 
Bridgnorth. 

The Severn Valley Rail¬ 
way Charitable Trust has 
been given the cash through 
a Heritage Lottery Fund 
Grant. It will be used to help 
fund the restoration of the 
Great Western Railway lo¬ 
comotive 4930 Hagley Hall. 

It will be used as the 
learning and resource tool 
for students and apprentices 
of the railway’s Heritage 
Skills Training Academy. 

After 27 years out of ser¬ 
vice, the locomotive will be 
returned to the operational 
splendour of its era for peo¬ 
ple to enjoy in full working 
order. 

The restoration of Hag- 
ley Hall, named after the 
Worcestershire stately 
home, and being mainly 
based in the West Midlands 
during its working life, is ex¬ 
pected to be of considerable 
interest. 

Visitors will be able to 
follow its restoration to 
completion then experience 
a journey along the branch 
line in the same way as pre¬ 
vious generations. 

In September last year 
the railway developed and 
launched a pilot Heritage 
Academy, an apprenticeship 
and training scheme for 
young people.

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Warm to ways for cut in 
energy and home bills 

WITH energy bills at record 
levels, the Heating Helpline 
has some energy saving ad¬ 
vice on ways to improve insu¬ 
lation and lower bills. 

Around 60 per cent of the energy 
used in the home is for heating - 
for most households that’s many 
hundreds of pounds spent per year 
just to keep it warm. 

B&ES, the Building & Energy Ser¬ 
vices Association, who operate the free 
consumer advice service the Heating 
Helpline, say too few households take 
sufficient measures to fully insulate 
their homes. This means a lot of en¬ 
ergy - and money - is simply wasted. 

Yet there are simple steps to take, some 
costing very little, that can help keep 
the warmth in, so there is much less 
need to crank up the thermostat. 

Here are the Heating Helpline’s 

top 10 list of tips 

1. If you have less than 10cm of in¬ 
sulation in your loft you’ll be wasting 
energy. Top the insulation up to 27cm 
and you could save over £150 a year. 

2. Since the 1930s, most houses have 
been built with an air cavity between 
two outer walls. Get this gap filled with 
insulating foam and you could save up 
to £200 a year on bills. 

3. Floorboards lose a lot of heat. In¬ 
sulation seal between the gaps can save 
you about £25 per year. 

4. Insulate your hot water cylin¬ 
der. Fitting a British Standard jacket 
around your cylinder will cut heat 
loss by over 75 per cent and save you 
around £40 a year - more than the cost 
of the jacket.

Swift flies into UK market 


By Graham Breeze 

THE 4X4 sector is traditionally 
packed with massive and expen¬ 
sive models - equally at home 
on the farm track or outside the 
school gate. 

So it is refreshing to see Suzuki 
clambering for a share of the UK mar¬ 
ket with the diminutive Swift 4X4. 

The model has already enjoyed suc¬ 
cess in Europe and Suzuki bosses are 
confident that this unconventional su¬ 
permini can fill a void over here, ap¬ 
pealing to those needing a car with 
more traction during the winter months, 
but not wanting a conventional SUV. 

The 4x4 is available with five doors 
and with the 93bhp 1.2-litre petrol en¬ 
gine from the regular Swift. It comes with 
a choice of two trims - SZ3 and SZ4. 

The difference in appearance is minimal 


though the 4X4 is 65kg heavier than the 
two-wheel-drive version and ride height 
is 25mm higher but he overall ground 
clearance is identical to the regular Swift 
which tends to defeat the object a little. 

There was no doubting that the test 
model - a 1.2 SZ4 - could cope with a bit of 
farm tracking, but even Suzuki don’t claim 
this is a real off-roader and it lacks a low-ra¬ 
tio gearbox. But it will help you cope with 
the frost and snow and might just get you 
where you want to go when lots of others fail. 

On the road there was very little differ¬ 
ence from the regular model, though the 
extra weight meant that the driver had 
to work even harder to produce results. 

The 4x4 is available in SZ3 or SZ4 trim, 
and both versions are well-equipped. 
SZ3 models get seven airbags, electric 
front windows, air-conditioning, heated 
door mirrors, and a four-speaker ste¬ 
reo with Bluetooth and a USB input. 

Along with extra plastic cladding and 




skia piates, sz4 moaeis get climate control, 

automatic headlights, keyless entry and start, 
electric rear windows and cruise control. 

The cabin is identical to the Swift 
two-wheel-drive model’s with the same 
smart-looking and simple dashboard. 

There is good all-round visibili¬ 
ty and most height-adjustable driver’s 
seat and steering wheel. SZ4 cars also 
have reach adjustment for the wheel. 

The Swift may have enough room 
for four but there isn’t enough space in 
the boot for very much luggage and the 
SZ4 got nowhere near the golf club test. 

Power to all four wheels doesn’t lead 
to much damage to fuel consump¬ 


tion figures, with just a loss ot bmpg to 

see average figures drop to 51.3mpg. 

All models get seven airbags, electric front 
windows, air-conditioning, heated door mir¬ 
rors, and a four-speaker stereo with Bluetooth 
and a USB input. The SZ4 gets extra plastic 
cladding and skid plates, climate control, au¬ 
tomatic headlights, keyless entry and start, 
electric rear windows and cruise control. 

Suzuki are really testing the UK water with 
this model, a model sold in over 100 countries. 

The question is whether the addition 
of 4X4 will attract buyers from the more 
conventional markets. There’s little evi¬ 
dence that there are enough changes to 
gain this model significant sales in the UK.

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The Vauxhall 
ADAM is first 
when putting 
on the style 

Talk to anyone who really knows about cars 
and they’ll tell you how good the latest gen¬ 
eration Corsa is. Trouble is, the man in the 
street still associates the Corsa with the me¬ 
diocre old vehicles which replaced the Nova 
and weren’t particularly great. 

The ADAM rides on a cut down version of the Corsa’s 
chassis and that can only be good news. 

It’s been extensively re-engineered to suit the demands of 
the shorter wheelbase. It’s ostensibly quite a simple set-up 
but Vauxhall has invested years of know-how into it. 

Up front are a set of MacPherson struts while the rear end 
utilises a torsion beam set-up. Ease of use on urban roads 
is enhanced by a CITY mode, which increases the electronic 
power steering system’s assistance at lower speeds. 

This is a car that’s going to sell largely on whether the 
styling chimes with new car buyers and Vauxhall certainly 
can’t be accused of going at it half-cocked. There’s a lot 
going on, the design work attributed to Brit, Mark Adams’ 
team in Europe. 

The ADAM incorporates a ‘floating’ roof which is visually 
disconnected from the body, which works particularly well 
with two-tone colour schemes. It looks like no other Vauxhall 
but still incorporates a bunch of existing styling cues. 

Like MINI, Vauxhall is looking to appeal to the customer’s 
sense of individuality in the sheer amount of colour combi¬ 
nations and materials. Wheels range from 16in in size for 
entry-level cars and there are 17 and 18in options further 
up the range, with a lowered sports chassis part of the deal. 

Unlike many cars which offer striking exterior designs, but 
an interior which betrays a sudden curtailment of develop¬ 
ment budget, the cabin of the ADAM is, if anything, even 
bolder than the exterior. 

Riotous 

There’s extensive use of body-coloured trim inserts, not 
only on the dashboard but also reaching along the centre 
console and onto the steering wheel, aimed at giving the 
interior a real riotous personality. 

A seven-inch touch screen interface is the big point of in¬ 
terest from a technological perspective. It’s both iPhone and 
android compatible, and can access internet-downloaded 
apps in the same manner as the latest Renault Clio and Peu¬ 
geot 208. Where specified, the navigation and infotainment 
controls are all marshalled by the touch screen. There’s 
even a choice of headlining, including an LED-lit starlight 
roof trim. 

Prices for the 1.2-litre ADAM start at just over £11,000, 
so there’s a saving of around £300 over the lesser-pow¬ 
ered of the two 1.4-litre petrol models. Whichever engine 
you choose, the ADAM is offered with three trim levels, JAM 
(fashionable/colourful), GLAM (elegant/sophisticated) and 
SLAM (racy/sporty). 

The latest generation ESP system is standard on all 
models and it also includes a Hill Start Assist function. The 
wonderful star-effect roof and a heated steering wheel are 
options which differentiate the Vauxhall from run-of-the-mill 
city car contenders and these features are key in a market 
that’s not always led fully by upfront pricing. 

Expect 53.3mpg on the combined cycle and 124g/km 
of C02 from a 1.2-litre ADAM, figures which improve to 
56.5mpg and 118g/km if you specify the extra cost ecoF- 
LEX package.

VW pumping up power 


At the 1974 Geneva Motor 
Show, a sleek new Volkswa¬ 
gen hatchback coupe made 
its debut. 

Forty years and over a million sales 
later, the Volkswagen Scirocco is pre¬ 
paring to return to Geneva, with a new 
range of advanced engines that offer 
up to 280 PS yet also promise fuel ef¬ 
ficiency improvements of up to 19 per 
cent, without compromising the Sci- 
rocco’s dynamic performance. 

Externally, the Scirocco’s stylish 
shape has been refined and modern¬ 
ised with new headlights and tail lights, 
as well as revised bumper styling. 

The revised front bumper features 
aerodynamic ‘blades’ in the outer 


section, like those of the latest-gener¬ 
ation Golf GTI, with integrated indica¬ 
tor lights, daytime running lights and 
fog lights. On models fitted with the 
optional bi-xenon headlights, the day¬ 
time running lights are LEDs within the 
main headlights. At the rear, all Sci- 
roccos now have LED tail lights, while 
the bumper has been reshaped to ap¬ 
pear lower and more purposeful. As 
on a Golf, the Volkswagen logo badge 
now has an additional purpose: func¬ 
tioning as the tailgate release handle.
